they are not sa tisfac to ry the prospec­ 
tive p urchaser has the privilege of ex­ 
changing them. Obviously it is im pos­ 
sible for the salesm an to know 
w hat 
‘onditions are in the house w here such 
goods go, who handles them and how 
they a re tried or examiner!. T he pos­ 
sibility of 
spreading 
com municable 
diseases is very real. 
“ W hen new things go into a homo, 
curiosity and 
interest 
is 
n aturally 
aroused in all the m em bers 
of 
the 
family. Children and ad u lts join 
in 
'h e exam ination. 
“ Of course w here th e re a re cases 
>f com m unicable diseases which have

Company C paid no attention 
to three of the guns, but Uke fighting 
deTlle charged the fourth gun, silenced 
It and killed those In charge, then used 
It against the late owners. 
W hy? The 
gunner of the Mexican battery was a 
renegade trooper of the Twenty-fourth. 
a machine gun operator who once had 
been a soldier for Uncle Bara. 
And 
those colored troops of the Tenth 
thought bim unfit to live. So they took 
revenge In their own way. 
Few Americans remember the history 
of the Tenth cavalry, which Is always 
at full fighting strength. This regiment 
has Just celebrated Its half century of 
service and the pageantry Indulged In 
thla lull in events at American field 
headquarters must have been an Inter- 
eating break in the monotony of the 
arid days at Colonia Dublan. Mexico. 
The anniversary celebration given in 
the early evening of July 2*. Iiefore 
regimental officers and soldiers and aU 
former officers of the regiment of the 
Tenth cavalry, now with the expedi­ 
tionary forces, was unique in the an­ 
nals of the military anniversaries and 
was almost entirely the Inspiration of 
Lieutenant Colonel Charles Young of 
the Tenth, a W ert Point graduate who 
reached the highest rank In the regu­ 
lar army ever attained by a colored 
man.
